Leave Augusta 
For Somaliland 


Augusta, Sicily, Feb. 8.—A vanguard of 1,000 Italian 
troops and officials sailed from here tonight to take over 
the Somalitand mandate from Britain. They ‘eft in the 
troopship which had beon standing by here for two days 
awaiting Parliamentary approval for their departure.
